Applicant notes the examiner's objections to Claims 1 - 10 due to informalities 
and has provided, as an attachment, a corrected set of claims. By inserting a phrase at the 
conclusion of the fifth limitation of Claim 1, which limitation begins with the words 
"adjusting the variable length...", Applicant believes that he has overcome the 
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examiner's objection. As shown in the attachment, that limitation will now read: 
"adjusting the variable length of each variable compression ratio, variable length data 
packet to the detennined fixed length by adding a group of data bytes to the variable 
compression ratio, variable length data packet in order to form a variable compression 
ratio, fixed length data packet." Applicant believes that so modifying the fifth limitation
